While there are many conditions that are more or less dis- 


turbing at the present lime thcrc'is, perhaps, no room for pes- 
simism. Yet it is well when disagreeable facts and conditions 
present themselves to look tlieifi' in the face. 
Nothing is 


gained by ignoring unpleasant facts,or denying their existence. 
The ostrich is not hidden by sticking his head in the saiut. 


For these reasons it is encouraging to note a growing dis- 


position to speak plainly on matters of the greatest import- 
ance to the country. 
Conditions brought about by the war 


have led right-thinking men to'-be cautious in the field of 
criticism. They have desired to say and do nothing that 
would interfere in any way with the work of reconstruction, 
but it is evident 'that they arc convinced that Hie lime is at 
hand for plain speaking on occasion, and it is well that this is 
so. There are cerlain great questions lhat must lie met and 
solved, and nothing will be gained by dodging and hedging. 


As an illustration of the growing disposition on the part of 


business men to be heard amidst the prevailing confusion the 
action of the Worcester,.Mass., Chamber of Commerce may 
be cited. That .body a few days ago adopted a memorial to 
Congress iirwhich it admitted the right of the .Railroad 
Brotherhoods to ask'of Congress a fair and careful considera- 
tion of Iheir plan for the settlement of .the railroad problem. 
Beyond this il was urged trial, if during the consideration of 
(he plan a strike should be threatened to enforce ils acceptance, 
Congress should stand "firmly and unequivocally1 for the 
rights and liberties of the whole people against any demands 
backed by coercive methods." 


There is no mistaking Ihc meaning of this. 
It means lhat 


anything in the form of class legislation is henceforth (o be 
sharply challe'ngcd and that (here will be insistence upon leg- 
islation in the interests of the people as a whole. The govern- 
ment must not be turned over lo railroad men or any other 
chss.of men. 
! It.must, 1 if it is to continue, be a "Government 


of (lie people,' for (lie people and.by the people."

progress. And lo this cud'"The very first slep," he declares, 
"is .to increase production and I'acililale transportation so as 
16'imke up for the destruction wrought by.the war, Ihe terri- 
ble scarcities it created, and so, as soon as possible, lo relieve 
our people of the cruel burden of high prices. The railways 
are thcj center of (he whole process."

The workers have (heir rights, and so 


do other people, and when all are ready to respect the rights of 
all the end of the trouble will be not only in sight, but at hand.
